to stop reeling, owing to a defect in the heat­ 
ing apparatus. 
This will be remedied early 
this morning, and the work will continue to­ 
day. 
Silk-worm eggs ( Bivoltuu) from Philadel­ 
phia are exhibited at this place. 
They also 
have a lot of spool silk, which is the first ever 
manufactured in this State from California 
cocoons. 
The cocoons raped in San Jose, reeled by 
State Board of Filature, and made into sew- 
ing-silk by CarLon >t Currier. 
The entire 
lot amounted to but two and three- quarter 
pounds of raw silk. About 100 spools of this 
silk is exhibited. 
Carlson & Currier, of San Francisco, have 
adjoining this display a large exhibit of 
spool, skein and knitting silk, silk stockingB, 
silk baby caps, etc. 
Mrs. Purringtor, of Brighton, has entered 
an exhibit of the silk business from the mul­ 
berry tree and seed to the cocoon, including 
the feeding of the worms. 
In the main upper hall the Pacific Electric 
Company of San F ran cisco make an exhibit 
of the duplex galvanic belt, the electric pad 
truss, and the electric catarrh and asthma 
cure.

The thief also took the punch and 
office stamp, ccnstitnting the entire office 
equipment for issuing postal notes. Inspector 
Brown desires to notify the public against re­ 
ceiving, and the postmasters against redeem­ 
ing, any postal notes issued from Junction 
City, Ohio, of the above described numbers, 
until further advices. 
A Disabled Steam er. 
W ilm ington (N. C.), September 14th.— 
The steamer City of Atlanta, from Charles­ 
ton, S. C., for New York, with thirty-three 
passengers, was towed into Smithvilie yes­ 
terday evening by the revenue cutter Coltax, 
which encountered the City of Atlanta while 
seeking for the missing Frying Pan Shoals 
light. 
The ship City of Atlanta was in tow 
uf the steamer British Empire, from Santa 
Cruz and Havana, for New York. 
The lat­ 
ter fell in with the City of Atlanta 120 miles 
southwest of Wilmington, leaking and in 
need of assistance, which was rendered. The 
disabled steamer was taken in tow. The City 
of Atlanta left Charleston Saturday, and on 
Sunday encountered a heavy gale from the 
northeast, which increased to a hurricane 
Monday evening and night. 
The steamer 
leaked in the after porte, which pnt over 
eeven feet of water in the ship and drowned 
the fires. 
She drifted from 4 P. M. Monday 
until 10 a. M. Tuesday, when taken in tow 
by the British Empire and towed off Frying 
Pan Shoals and thence into Smithvilie by the 
revenue cutter Colfax. The City of Atlanta 
has been pnmped out, and will proceed to 
her destination as soon as necessary repairs 
are made. 
Moet of her passengers, among 
whom are several ladies and children, have 
come up to the city on a tag. 


FOREIGN NEWS. 


Tbe Freaeb and the Black Flags. 


H o n g k o n g, September 14th.—A battle has 
taken place between the French forces and 
the Biack Flags, lasting eight hours. 
Tbe 
eng Ageinent took place between Ha Noi and 
Soutay near the Red river. 
The French 
forces are reported as having lost two officers 
and fifty men. The loss of the Black Flage 
is estimated at between 500 and 600. Ha Noi 
is a town where the French have been hold' 
iug a garrison since the previous engagement 
at Sontsy, awaiting reinforcements.

that the Black Flags, whose headquarters 
were at B. c niuh to the northeast of Ha Noi, 
letsrmined to recapture Soutay from the 
French, who keep their gunboats there dur­ 
ing t.ie last fortnight.

Bacminh across tbe Delta they were met by 
the French from Ha Noi to intercept them, 
the above battle being the result.

Airicat. steamer, with O'Donnell, the slayer 
of Jat. es Carey, on board, arrived this morn­ 
ing.

IN THE INVESTIGATION OF T E E STATE 
PRISON DIRECTORS, 


Full Text of the Governor’s Findings and 
Conclusions—Four Directors Re­ 
m oved-N ew Appointees. 


The Governor yesterday filed his findings 
and conclusions in the matter of the investi­ 
gation of the State Prison Directors, and tbe 
same was issued simultaneously from the 
State Printing Office, in pamphlet form, 
making ten pages. 
Following is tbe report 
in fall, which concludes with the Executive 
action of removal from office : 
The People es. State Prison Directors.—This 
investigation ended and was submitted on the 
17ch of August, after many protracted ses­ 
sions, running through 
more than three 
months. 
The length of time consumed be­ 
tween the date ot the fiiing of the charge and 
Verifications and the termination of the 
trial, was great; bat in my opinion none too 
great when we come to consider the circum­ 
stances surrounding the case. 
The provision 
of the Constitution under which the investi­ 
gation was li ’Id is new. 
There are no pre­ 
cedents in this or any of the other States, to 
my knowledge. 
It is in reality a judicial 
duty imposed upon the Executive, and that 
without a procedure furnished by the law­ 
making power of the State. 
The number of 
specifications, the range of the examination, 
the large amount oi documentary evidence, 
the number of witnesses, and the difficulty 
of procuring prompt attendance, all contrib­ 
uted to produce delay and lengthen the ex­ 
amination, 
Of necessity the printing of ths 
testimony, the preparation of counsel for the 
argument, and the time required in the argu­ 
ment, all added to the time cor sumed, and 
protracted the examination far beyond the 
limit supposed to be necessary at the com­ 
mencement of the investigation. 
My object has been, from the inception of 
this investigation, to ascertain the facts; 
and to accomplish that object, it was neces­ 
sary to give every facility to both parties to 
produce their evidence. 
For the purpose of 
giving increased facilities for the production 
of testimony, I held a session of nearly one 
week at San Quentin Prison, and whil»t 
there made a personal inspection of the mode 
of conducting the different branches of labor 
or business. 
The argument of counsel was 
protracted and exhaustive, consuming nearly 
two weeks. 
The proceeding was commenced nnder and 
by authority of the last clause of Section 1 
of Article X . of our Constitution. It reads 
as follows : 
“ The Governor shall have the 
power to remove either of the Directors for 
misconduct, incompetency or neglect of duty, 
after an opportunity to be heard upon writ­ 
ten charges.” 
Tbe only statute on the subject is Section 
14 of the Act of April 15, 1880, which reads 
as follows: 
" Section 14. 
The Governor 
shall have the power to remove either of the 
Directors for misconduct, incompetency or 
neglect of duty, upon proper notice to him 
or them, accompanied by copies of written 
charges, he or they having an opportunity to 
be heard thereon.” 
It will be seen that the statute is but little 
more comprehensive than the clause of the 
Constitution quoted. The only material dif­ 
ference is that the statute requires “ proper 
notice ” in addition to the requirements of the 
clause of the C institution. 
There being no 
procedure for the guidance of the Governor 
in the performance of this most delicate 
duty, it was thought best to supply the de­ 
fect in the law by the adoption of rules to 
govern and control the investigation. The 
following rules were adopted, which rules are 
hereto annexed, marked "Exhibit A .” 
After all preliminary questions were set­ 
tled, the taking of testimony began on the 
13th of June. 
During the progress of the 
examination seven new specifications were 
added, and answers filed thereto. 
The testi­ 
mony is very voluminous, making 365 pages 
of printed matter, besides many pages of 
books and other written and printed matter 
not recoided at large in the record of the 
trial. 
At an early stage of this proceeding, 
upon preliminary questions raised and argued 
by counsel, I had occasion to lay down the 
rules, scope, perview, and spirit that should 
govern and control examinations of this 
character, and algo to point ont the distin­ 
guishing features between this and other 
legal methods provided by our Constitution 
and laws for the removal ef unfaithful 
officers. 
This case is not analogous to the proceed­ 
ing provided for in Article IV., Sections 17 
and 18, of onr Constitution, which is a pro­ 
ceeding by impeachment. 
In that case 
charges must be formulated by the Assembly 
and transmitted to the Senate, and a trial 
had before the Senate as a Court of Impeach­ 
ment. 
It is not similar to the proceeding 
provided for in Article VI., Section 10, for 
the removal of an unfaithful Jndge, which ¡b 
by concurrent resolution adopted by two- 
thirds of all the members of the Legislature 
elected to each house. 
Iu this class of caseB 
there need be no charge preferred in the As­ 
sembly and transmitted to the Senate, as in 
cases of impeachment. 
The cause alleged is 
spread upon the j carnal; a copy of the com­ 
plaint against the accused must be served, 
and he have an opportunity to be heard in 
his defense. The statute (Section 772 of the 
Penal Code), in pursuance of the last clause 
in Section 18 of Article IV . of onr Constitu­ 
tion, provides for still another method for 
removal, and gives jurisdiction to the Su­ 
perior Court to try and determine the same, 
and a procedure for the removal of county 
and township officers. 
The case nnder consideration differs ma­ 
terially in the fornm, method, and procedure 
from tbe examples above cited. Each method 
is expected to reach the same end, under like 
circumstances; that is, remove unfaithful 
officers, and refuse to disturb officers who 
have faithfully performed their duty. 
Coun­ 
sel for respondents directed a considerable 
portion of their argument and read authori­ 
ties in many impeachment trials to establish 
the proposition that as there is not a com­ 
plete penal offense set forth in the charge and 
specifications, therefore there is no ground for 
a removal, supposing the same to have been 
fully proveD._ The arguments and authorities 
being inapplicable to this case, as has been 
showD, it is not necessary to pursne the sub­ 
ject further. 
This proceeding is intended as a limitation 
apon the absolute right of removal, which 
exists and has always existed in the Presi­ 
dent of the United States and the Governors 
of the different States, and as now exists in the 
Executive of this State, as regards several 
officers of different characters and grades. 
The Constitutional Convention that framed 
onr organic law endeavored to take the man­ 
agement of the State Prisons oat of party 
politics, by the creation of a Board ef five 
Prison Directors, with terms ranging from 
two to ten years. 
Of the first appointees, 
the term of one should expire every two 
years. 
And in tnrn their places should be 
filled in like maimer by appoiBteee who 
ehonld hold (ffice for ten years. 
If the theory contemplated by the framers 
of the Constitution had been carried out by 
the last administration, there is little doubt 
that success would have followed tbe inaugu­ 
ration of the new system. 
Bat instead of a 
mixed Commission, outside and above party 
politics, the then Executive appointed five 
Directors belonging to the same political 
party with himself. 
These Directors, pro­ 
ceeding to organize the new system, followed 
the example eet in their own appointments, 
and selected Wardens and clerks belonging to 
the same political party with themselves. 
The Wardens coaid not be expected to ignore 
these examples. 
Thus we see the Conetitu 
tional Convention deliberately condemning 
the theory npcn which the State Prisons hid 
been managed for years ; and the administra­ 
tion whose duty it was to heed and obey the 
mandate of the people expressed in the Con­ 
stitution, as deliberately ignoring it, and rele­ 
gating these institutions into the old and ig­ 
nored system, and without any of the few 
safeguards teen existing. 
If these institutions are to be managed 
and controlled on the party spoils system, 
the old and repudiated system is less objec­ 
tionably than the new, for the reason that the 
party in power has the direct management 
and control, and is, therefore, responsible for 
the manner in which this service is conduct­ 
ed, as formerly the G vjrnor, Secretary of 
State and Lieutenant-Governor constituted 
the Board .:f Directors, the Lientenant-Gov- 
ernor being the Warden. 


H the new system is to be conducted on 
political partisan principles, the only respon­ 
sibility and safeguard being removed, it be­ 
comes a close political corporation, beyond 
the reach of the Governor, except by the 
slow process of filling vacancies once in two 
years ; and beyond the influences and exigen­ 
cies of ordinary political office-holders, and 
may in time degenerate into a close personal 
corporation, 
Tne investigation was begno, and will bn 
concluded, upon the following principles: 
1. Persons confided with important official 
powers and trusts are expected and should be 
required to devote a reasonable amount of 
their time, labor, care and attention to the 
performance of the duties voluntarily under­ 
taken, without regard to the amount of the 
compensation they receive. 
2. That perfect fidelity in the discharge of 
the dutieB and trusts should be exacted and 
required, and any departure from any -if the 
foregoiDg requirements should be followed by 
a dismissal. 
3. The Directors must be responsible for 
any neglect or misconduct on the part of the 
W arden, clerks and other employes, whether 
they had notice or knowledge of such neglect 
or misconduct, if in the nature of things tbe 
neglect or misconduct should 
have been 
known to them. 
It would not be proper to remove the Di­ 
rectors, or any of them, upon any of ths fol­ 
lowing grounds, or for the reason hereinaf ter 
stated : For political or personal reasons ; an 
innocent mistake of fact or error in judg­ 
ment ; a matter frivolous in its nature or a 
technical error or departure from the pre­ 
scribed method, when in good faith per­ 
formed. 
That unreasonable labor, attention and 
care are not required. The same character 
of service should be required of an official 
thatacareful business man would require in 
his private business under similar eircura- 
stances. No more and no iess. 
It íb not easy to lay down a general rule 
upon this subject; but it is believed that the 
foregoing propositions contain true urinciples, 
and, if adhered to, neither the officials nor 
the people will have any cause of complaint 
at a strict adherence to and enforcement of 
them. 
A t or near the end of the taking of the 
testimony, counsel of both parties entered 
into an agreement to submit the case upon 
the testimony, without regard to the specific 
allegations in the pleadings. 
In other words, 
variances between the pleadings and proofs 
were to be disregarded. The agreement wss 
made in the following words : 
By Mr. Sears : 
“ There is a good deal of 
proof that we have introduced here that does 
□ot precisely conform to our answer to some 
of these specifications here. 
Now, if the 
Court will t»ke the proof and be governed by 
that instead of the answer, it will save u* the 
trouble of amending some of the answers.” 
By Mr. Flournoy : “ I am willing that the 
Court shall act upon the evidence, without 
reference to the pleadings at all—without 
reference necessarily to the pleadings." 
In considering the case I have examined 
the record with a view of ascertaining the 
true situation and condition of State Prison 
matters. 
I find that some of the specifica­ 
tions are of bo unimportant a character that 
a finding upon them would not authorize » 
removal of the Directors. 
The other specifi­ 
cations are not proved, and still others are 
fully explained—that is, the facts upon which 
they were based. 
There are other specifica­ 
tions of a serious nature which have been 
fully proved. 
Applying the principles hereinbefore an­ 
nounced to the case under consideration, it 
remainb for me to determine whether or not 
tbe testimony shows such a state of facts 
that to remove the Directors would subserve 
the best interests of the State, In regard to 
that I entertain no doubt of my duty. 
It 
has been my desire and disposition from the 
beginning to view each act complained of 
with moderation and charity, not losing sight 
of the difficulties encountered in the inaugu­ 
ration and organization of a Dew system for 
the management of State Prison affaire. The 
testimony in this examination shows a state 
of facts, a series of acts and omissions, that 
the greatest charity cannot exente or moder­ 
ation palliate. 
The following propositions are fully sus­ 
tained by the testimony taken in this ex­ 
amination : 
1. The Directors authorized and allowed 
the Warden, J. P. Ames, to draw from tbe 
State treasury $67,018 14 to pay a deficiency 
occurring for the last four months of the fis­ 
cal year ending the 30ih day of June, 1880, 
and to retain in his hands abont $9,933 36 
for the term of twenty-eight months ; and 
only returned the same to the State treasury 
after this examination had been commenced. 
The retention of this money was upon the 
pretext that there were other claims existing 
and unsettled. 
It was not shown that there 
had ever been any effort mads, either to set­ 
tle the supposed claims or determine their 
legal validity, until a few days before this 
proceeding was commenced. 
2. There are innumerable instances shown 
by the testimony where the Directors were 
neglectful of their duty, 
They seemed to 
shrink from responsibility when the law re­ 
quired them to act. 
The Warden’s will 
seemed 
to be the supreme law and bis 
caprices the measure of legal authority. 
There is but one instance in which the Di­ 
rectors are shown to have asserted their 
authority, and that was when informed that 
th« Warden had, in violation of the Constitu­ 
tion, employed abont thirty Chinamen, not 
prisoners, to ran the jute machinery. 
It was 
shown that the Directors at once held a hasty 
meeting, and directed the discharge of these 
Chinamen, who had been in the illegal em­ 
ploy of the State for from twenty-eight to 
thirty days. 
In every other instance they seem to have 
been passive. 
Although they were shown to 
have held the regular monthly meeting, they 
never discovered anything to condemn or cor­ 
rect. The ecnndal that brought into exist­ 
ence what is generally known as the “ Mills 
Commission,” during the late administra­ 
tion, notified the Directors, for the first time, 
of the existence of those scandals. 
Still they 
took no action to prevent or to make impos­ 
sible a recurrence of the same or Bimilar 
irregularities, 
3. It was the usual custom for the Warden, 
at the end of the month, to cause to be pre­ 
pared a pay-roll Bhowing a list of tbe em­ 
ployes, with the amount of salary that each 
was entitled to receive ; the same was for­ 
warded to the State Controller, and a war­ 
rant returned for the full amount, when 
nearly all the employes hacH*already, during 
the month, received a portion of their pay by 
purchases at the commissary department. 
The excess of money drawn upon the faith 
of the same being required to pay the men, 
was used for other purposes than the pay­ 
ment of the employes. 
4. The proof shows that the salaries of the 
Warden, Ames, and Clerk Elli», were in­ 
cluded and drawn in the general warrant for 
salary of all the employes; that Ames had 
no transaction with the State beyond his sal­ 
ary, except of about $200 or $300, and the 
clerk, Ellis, no transaction beyond his salary. 
Yet tbe proofs show that Ames drew outside 
and beyond his salary $3,200 12, and Ellis 
drew $900. 
These amounts are not, by the 
testimony, explained or accounted for. 
5. The Warden allowed the employes at 
the prison to build a yacht, and, in doing so, 
use a portion of the State’s lnmber and prison 
labor ; took or kept no acconnt of the amount 
of lamber; kept no account of the time of 
the prisoners’ labor; never collected any­ 
thing for either; and, when exposure woe 
made by the investigation of the “ Mills 
Commission," answered that the State had 
used a spar belonging to the projectors of the 
S 
acht worth as much or more than the turn­ 
er taken in building the yacht. 
The Di­ 
rectors being informed of the facts through 
said investigation, faiied to call the parties to 
account, or otherwise rebnke this most illegal 
and unwarrantable appropriation of the prop­ 
erty of the State to private use by the 
State's employes. 
6. The Warden permitted and allowed per­ 
sona not in tbe employ of the State to build 
and construct a water-wheel, using lumber 
belonging to the State in the construction of 
the wheel; that he was interested in and 
kept no account of the same ; and, wh< n ex­ 
posed by the “ Mills Investigation,” paid 
what he choss to pay (as he stated on" the 
stand), but no other proof was introduced. 
In other words, settled with himself. 
The Directors, as umsl, were passive, and 
took no notice tf this most unwarrantable 
transaction, re noved nobody, rebuked no one, 
and called no o*e to account for it. 
7. The Clerk, Ellis, who is by law required 
to keep the books embracing all transactions 
at the prison, for some unaccountable rt-aeou 
has chosen a syetein that- is impossible to un­ 
derstand. 
Tbe moet skillful experts will 


differ in their understanding of many of the 
charges. 
For inetance, the system is such 
that while no frauds are positively proven to 
have been enacted under it. certainly it may 
be said to make fraud possible and easy 
of 
accomplishment. 
There would sesm 
to be no good reason why " prison im­ 
provements” and "general expense” should 
be coup!“d together as one ledger account of 
" prison improvements and general expense," 
in such a way as to render it impossible to 
segregate them. 
This account embraces al­ 
lowance to prisoners, transportation, postage, 
telegrams, hardware, 
lumber, drugs, sta­ 
tionery, iron, cement, ar.d other things, nota­ 
bly drugs and medicines, for which there is a 
separate account kept. 
Again, the receipts 
from hired labor and those from the sale of 
certain materials are coupled together in the 
same doubtful way, in » ledger account called 
"labor and merchandise," 
“ Bricks sold 
and bricks used,” is another couplet of ques­ 
tionable propriety ; also, “ salary aud mate­ 
rial account,” “ real eztate and pas mains.” 
The object of bookkeeping is to enlighten and 
not to confuse the understanding. 
The Di­ 
rectors were shown to have examined these 
hooks every quarter, and we hear of no ob­ 
jections to this system of bookkeeping. 
8. The Directors authorized the Warden 
to pay each convict ten cents a day for faith­ 
ful labor. 
The amount so paid ia estimated 
at the sum of $25,000 per annum. 
The Di­ 
rectors and other employes have neglected 
and failed to report the earns. The Governor 
is in profound ignorance of the amount so 
paid, the fund from which it was paid, aud 
to whom paid. 
There are numerous other instances in 
which business principles were ignored and 
official propriety violated ; hut it would be 
tedious and unprofitable to fully enumerate 
them all. 
Amongst others, the following 
will be mentioned as constituting a part of 
the irregularities referred to : 
1. Notably, the report of the purchase of 
two hundred and fifty tons of jute at one 
price, and the payment at another and greater 
price. 
_ 2. The unrestrained and arbitrary manner 
in which the Warden is allowed to sell and 
dispose of manufactured articles at the prisen. 
He sells by schedule prices, but I have no in­ 
formation that explains the correspondence 
between the prices fixed and tbe market value 
of the property. 
^ 3 The mingling of private interests with 
State property, as the loaning of convicts to 
parties, outside of State burine»?, to perform 
liber for private parties ; the keeping »f ani­ 
mals belonging to empl .yes, and subsisting 
them upon the State’s forage a portion of the 
time without charge; a failure to keep ac­ 
counts showing tnd reporting the net results 
of the shops at the prison. 
There are many other objectionable features 
in the management of the prison, but I 
will abstain from a further enumeration of 
them. 
The Warden, J. P. Ames, was examined 
several times, and at very great length. 
Many of these transactions he was unable to 
explain satisfactorily. 
He usually shielded 
himself by reference to a " lost table,” which, 
ha says, was attached to one of his reports. 
He fsiled to produce a copy, or show by any 
other evidence besides his own, that any snch 
table ever existed. 
He was very lavish in 
quoting precedents of his predecessor, when 
other expedients failed. 
It would require more credulity than I 
poesess to attribute all these irregularities to 
or account for them by the “ lost table,’’ or 
the precedents of his predecessor. 
I am of opinion that the Directors of tbe 
Skate Prisons should, for the reasons herein 
given, be removed. 
Wherefore it is ordered and directed by tii9 
undersigned, the Governor of the State of 
California, that the Directors of tbe State 
Prisons, to w it: J. H. Neff, William F. Mc­ 
Nutt, A. H. Chapman and G. W, Schell be, 
and they and each of them are, hereby re­ 
moved from the respective offices they have 
heretofore held of State Prison Director, and 
discharged from all powers, duties and respon­ 
sibilities in any manner connected with the 
Baid offices.

Upon the issuance of tbe above decision in 
the case, four vacancies were created in tbe 
Board of State Prison Directors, the only 
remaining member being John Boggs, of Co­ 
lusa, who was appointed by Governor Stone­ 
man last January. 
The four vacancies were 
filled yesterday by appointments, as follows : 
William J. Hill, of Monterey, vice Chap­ 
man ; C. P. Berry, of Sutler, vice N eff; W, 
C. Hendricks, of Butte, vice M cNutt; Irving 
M. Scott, of San Francisco, vice Schell. 
William J. Hill is a Republican ; was a 
member of the State Senate of 1880, elected 
by the New Constitution party, and is editor 
and proprietor cf the Salinas Index, pub­ 
lished at Salinas City. 
C. P. Berry, ar­ 
ia well known, is a Democrat, and wss a 
member of the 46ih and -17ch Congresses 
from the Third District. 
Prior to that he 
had represented Sutter county in the Legis­ 
lature, and was Speaker of the Assembly. 
W. C. Hendricks is a Democrat, and was 
formerly a member of the State Senate from 
Butte county. 
Irving M. Scott is a Repub­ 
lican, prominent business man of San Fran­ 
cisco. and well and favorably known through­ 
out the State. 
From the best information 
that could be obtained last evening, it was 
thought that Mr. Scott would not accept tbe 
position upon the Board.

T he New Cable C ara—The G arfield P edestal

ciety N o tes—Etc. 


S an F rancisco, Septem ber 12, 1883. 
The w aking hour of a city is a phase 
ap art of its existence, 
Later than dawn, 
y e t much before breakfast or even the 
preparations for breakfast, except th e de­ 
livery of the daily bread, which is ju st at 
its zenith ; before th e carts begin to run, 
before the news stands open, but the m ar­ 
kets have all unbarred their doors ; the 
groceries have not, 
nor th e dry goods 
atores, above whoee half-shutters appear 
children’s stockings hanging w ith a sug­ 
gestiveness of C hristm as about their em pti­ 
ness, or else rich silks and brocades stroked 
Into a pyram id of long, powerful folde, 
losing all their effect by the raw morning 
light, however, like a belle who leaves the 
ball by daylight. The inhabitants who are 
on the streets at this hour are m ostly men 
and boys, and all of the better class. W hy 
th ey are up and where they are going is 
■what they and heaven alone know. 
The 
m atutinal China boy and maid m errily 
iponse off the front steps, bnt as you walk 
westw ard and come among the gardens, 
and leave behind those too imm inent front 
doors, where a loaf of bread, a measure of 
m ilk and a newspaper grouped together 
suggest the sum of civilized m an’s needs, 
wherever there is vegetation there is beauty 
on these 
EARLY SEPTEMBER MORNINGS. 
The leaves are bright and heavy w ith dews 
th a t do not fa ll; the colors of the flowers, 
especially the pompons of the Robert Lee 
iuchBia, now in its glory, are never so softly 
brilliant as a t this honr. 
The little brown 
chippies fall, as it seems, out of the euca­ 
lyptus in a cloud, and begin their search 
for breakfast, even a humming-bird or two 
d art about. 
If you have taken your dog 
w ith you on your stroll, he will find many 
eats, returned from their evening rambles, 
an d roosting—if a cat may ever be said to 
goost—on the sheltered side of a tall, 
dam p fence, from which coign of vantage 
he will proceed to rout her valiantly, bark­ 
ing and crying as she slips adroitly under 
the sidewalk and defies him w ith velvet 
nose at a crack. 
B at the best sight of all 
is when the rolling vapor, at the foot of 
th e low western hills, catches the sun, just 
shaking off the fog in the east. 
Then, by 
some atmospheric process, two or three of 
th e highest placed houses on llolladay 
H ighta seem to grow half as tall again as 
they are, and stand out 
LIVID IN EXTREME WHITE LIGHT 
Bhed on them , who knows whence, and 
the tin ts and the feeling of the sky are so 
strange that, watching, oue gasps a little, 
half expecting the tu rrets to dwindle and 
fade away like mirage. 
In an hour the 
heavens are as hard as blue enamel, the 
tow ers are wooden dwelling-houses, the 
dewy gardens gasping for the irrigator, 
and the busy shops bidding oourteous 
good morning. 
No one thing tends to 
comfort one for being compelled to live in 
th e city during this pleasant autum n, like 
th e new cable car lines which have been in 
action for nearly a m onth now. 
Mounted 
«n the dummy, high from the ground and 
protected by iron bars, one feels like a 
well-treated citizen, satisfied w ith the pub­ 
lic spirit of the men who have made such 
pleasant travel possible to the million. A t 
th e end of the line th at takes to the park, 
a large, commodious car house is goiDg up, 
and looks fresh and airy enough for a hall, 
w ith its walls of glass panes and its spicy 
pine rafters.

They w ant to be aston 
ished—they crave the excitem ent of the 
moment. 
N ot so was Chopin. 
He, whom Schu­ 
mann, no mean judge, called the boldest 
and loftiest poetic spirit of the age, ac­ 
quired execution, not as his highest aim or 
as a means of astonishing the natives ; not 
as a race in which to get rid of so many 
hnudreds of 
notes 
per 
m inute — but 
Chopin studied execution as the painter 
studies colors 
and 
color-grouping; 
he 
studied 
execution, 
not 
to 
be 
hin­ 
dered 
when 
the 
florid 
Byzantine 
style 
of 
his 
tone-coin mns 
rendered 
jloriture desirable. 
I t is hiB deep-suffer­ 
ing, poetic bouI, singing, expression, poet­ 
ry, th at were the chief attractions ; and 
therefore, both in his compositions and 
in 
his 
playing, 
his plaintive, original 
style formed the special feature and nov­ 
elty. 
One thing before all m ust be conceded to 
Chopin—an interesting and decided origin­ 
ality. 
W hether he was moved by his suf­ 
ferings politically or physically ; w hether 
the persecution of his countrymen, or his 
failing strength, was the cause of his 
plaiutive melodies, they are always at­ 
tractive, alw ays refined, always 
new. 
Chopin, like the man who changed into 
gold everything he touched, had the talent 
of ennobling the most common forms of 
mnsic, valses, mazurkas, studies, etc. 
He 
had the strength to struggle w ithout being 
subjugated by his fate, and he was weak 
only in one way, where weakness oannot 
be a reproach to an artistically gifted be­ 
ing, who met him with uncommon im­ 
pulse, and made him believe, as always 
happens, in the indissoluble eternity of the 
union of two minds. 
Alas, too soon it 
became 
evident th a t 
his too-confiding, 
love-eager soul was doom to disappoint 
ment, which had a fatal infiuenoe on his 
already shattered nerves, and his over-ex 
cited organization. 
T hat his polished, perhaps at tim es over 
polished and ornamental playing was essen­ 
tially effective in the salon, and conld not 
be so well appreciated in big spaces, he 
fonnd oat when he gave a concert, crowded 
and patronized by the best society, auex 
Italians, i. 
in the Italian Opera House. 
The embellishments, which have loBt all 
load sonnd, conld not be caught by every 
ear, and he at once felt th at he was not in 
th at warm sym pathetic rapport w ith the 
public which used to make him play the 
best, 
Chopin told Liszt after th at concert: 
" I ought not to play in pnblio at a l l ; th at 
is your province; for where you cannot 
charm the public, you can a t least astonish 
and crush it." —[Temple Bar.

visited Fresno and made personal applica­ 
tion for specimens. 
All of the fruit is pre­ 
served in jara, and retains its color and 
bloom for an indefinite length of tim e. 
I t 
was the intention of the railroad company 
to m aintain at Chicago and Lonisville an 
exhibit of fresh frnite. bu t voluntary con­ 
tributions conld not be obtained, and this 
scheme has been abandoned. 
M r. Tynell, 
however, thinks th at he will be- able to get 
at Fresno and other places one lot of fresh 
fruit for shipm ent w ithin a few days. 
Four days ago W illiam Stankford com­ 
pleted a three-years’ term in State Prison 
for attem pting to outrage a young girl in 
the employ of M n.

and were composed under the influence of 
a fixed delusion. 
As an antidote to the 
disloyal advice alluded to at the beginning 
of this communication, I would suggest 
the reading of ‘ M audsley’s 
Essay 
on 
Swedenborg ’ to all liable to be led astray 
by his spurious revelations,” 
T hat which is true of the individual i* 
true of the church. 
Its period of greatest 
apparent success is often the period of its 
real declin*. The church in the catacomb* 
was more truly a church of God than the 
church in the cathedrals. 
The M ethodist 
Church never did a diviner work in E ng­ 
land than when barns were its only m eet­ 
ing houBeB.

o f D e w . — If dew fell, it 
would fall for the same reason that rain 
falls ; but dew does not fall. 
It is simply 
a deposit of moisture always contained in 
the air to a greater or less degree, and 
which, when there is enough of it, will al­ 
ways form on any cold body exposed to the 
moist air, in precisely the same way that 
a cold bottle or stone, taken from a cold 
cellar and suddenly exposed in the shade 
to the moist, warm summer air, will be­ 
come wet. 
This is not sweating, nor 
does this moisture come out of the bottle 
or stone, as many people believe, but from 
the air. 
It íb for the same reason that 
moisture wili condense against the window- 
panes when the air is cold outside and 
moist inside, the moisture slowly freezing 
while its deposits form crystal ice which 
we so often admire in winter. 
When 
the weather is cool enough the moisture 
will even freeze plants and grass, and then 
we call it hoar frost ; if it does not freeze 
it is simply dew. 
The only point left to 
be explained is why does the ground be­ 
come to cool during the night, so much 
cooler than the air above, as to cause the 
latter to deposit its moisture. 
This was 
for many years a vexed problem till Wells 
first suggested the radiation of obscure 
heat, which takes plaoe from the surface of 
the earth through the clear atmosphere 
into the space above, aud so causes the 
surface to become much cooler than the 
air itself. 
He demonstrated this by means 
of thermometers placed at different hights, 
and alBO by the fact that dew is only de­ 
posited on cloudless nights. 
When there 
are clouds they reflect the heat or prevent 
it from escaping. 
The surface of the 
earth thus being kept from cooling, no dew 
is deposited.

The Hallway World calls attention to 
the fact, which must be apparent to all 
careful observers, as it thinks, that in pro­ 
portion to the vehemence and persistency 
of the anti-railroad agitation, the Dumber 
of antagonistic enactments against roads is 
small. 
It holds that the opponents of the 
roads, despite all their clamor, are ineffi­ 
cient, and the reiteration of their fallacies 
accomplishes no good, and bnt little harm, 
compared to expectation. 
This is due to 
dissensions among the reformers them­ 
selves, they seldom being a unit on the 
lines of proposed reforms. 
In one section 
a road is abased because of alleged nnjuBt 
discriminations, while the same road in 
another section is assaulted because it re­ 
fuses to discriminate in favor of certain 
interests, and against the competitors of 
one clas6 in favor of another class. 
The 
basis of freight tariffs approved in one sec­ 
tion as unsound and extortionate, is in 
another commended as in accordance with 
the best commercial usage and the true 
principles of trade. 
Although it is unde­ 
niable thet American tariffs are lower than 
those in Europe, very materially so, the 
charge continues to be made that American 
tariffs are too high, notwithstanding the 
fact that their general tendency is down­ 
ward. 
The World shows that very few 
companies charge what the oharters per­ 
mit. 
Laws to limit roads to 10 per cent, 
dividends have found favor, but no one has 
proposed to guarantee 10 per cent, divi­ 
dends at tbe expense of the State or 
National treasuries. Says the World : ,4To 
read the ñaming editorials of the anti- 
raiiroad press one must conclude the edi­ 
tors believe the railroads are always verit­ 
able bonanzas, and that a down-trodden 
public is taxed to the last limit to support 
them. 
The word ‘ monopoly ’ is clung to 
despite the fact, than which there is none 
clearer, that monopoly and free railroad 
laws 
cannot 
be co-existent.” 
While 
economic science has established that con­ 
solidation is in the interest of shippers, 
since it reduces expenses of government 
and operation, yet those who most londly 
clamor for lower rates resist consolidation, 
and compel an expense that must be 
realized oat of tariff rates. 
The Boston 
Economist, 
commenting on this fact, 
admits 
that 
New 
England 
would 
be 
materially 
wealthier 
to-day 
had 
there 
been 
no 
opposition 
to 
con­ 
solidation. 
Massachusetts refused, for 
instance, to permit a consolidation that 
would have related the New York Cen­ 
tral line to those of her own, and as a re­ 
sult that road tnrned 
its energies in 
another 
direction, and the 
marvelous 
growth of New York is in part due to that 
fact, while Boston has suffered materially. 
The Economist shows that a consolidation 
of the New 
Hampshire 
roads under 
a 
single 
set 
of 
salaried 
officers 
and 
one 
management, 
would 
reduce 
the cost of management to one-fourth the 
present proportions and save to the people 
|1,000,000 annually in operating expenses 
that must now be met by tariff rates. The 
name paper points out the saving that 
would result to New Hampshire from cer­ 
tain consolidations now proposed, and the 


redaction in rates and the increased mile­ 
age that wonld flow from such a consum­ 
mation. 
But no sooner is snch a thing 
mentioned than ths red flag of opposition 
is hang oat. 
We admit that the treatment 
of the question of railroad 
crusades, a 
cited in the outset, is philosophical; but 
we do cot believe the right conclusion is 
drawn in one respect. 
As we read the 
history of the country, the rabid anti­ 
railroad movement has resulted in much 
damaging legislation, but it has done more 
injury to the States indulging in it than to 
the companies against which directed. 
In 
moat of the States where the fever haB 
suW ded this fact has dawned upon the 
people, while in those States where con­ 
servatism has prevailed the condition is 
one of higher prosperity and more con­ 
servative relations between the transport­ 
ers and the shippers, and a3 a result com­ 
merce has in those localities been stimu­ 
lated. 
For fear that railroad corporations 
might become oligarchies, there has been 
substituted for an effort at just control a 
system of persecution, with a tendency to 
destroy valueB and 
cripple 
efficiency. 
This has led some to denounce rail­ 
roads 
bb 
the 
enemies 
of 
public 
liberty, as waB 
done recently in the 
French 
Chamber 
of 
Deputies, 
when 
iu fact, as Bishop O’Connor has shown so 
lucidly, every interest of railroad corpora­ 
tions must be bound up with civil liberty, 
and the broadest freedom compatible with 
republican institutions—in short, railroads 
binding the country together are conserva­ 
tive ties and bonds that will not permit the 
nation to be dissevered, for they tend to 
unify the interests of all the people, and 
make the men and women of the nation 
akin. 
We have it on the statement of a 
distinguished English authority that un­ 
just interference with capital and the man­ 
agement of roads is increasing in England, 
and is rendering railroading less desirable 
there. 
There, it is prophesied, “ railroad 
property promises to be put on an inclined 
plane with dishonesty at the top and con­ 
fiscation at the bottom.” 
In France Leroy- 
Beaulieu is translated by the New York 
Post as saying that the growing hostility to 
corporations is based on a delusion, and is 
doing great mischief. 
He alleges that two 
great railroads 
in 
Italy 
have 
been 
ruined by hostile legislation, and that a 
like cause in Spain has deprived that 
country of 5,000 miles of line it sorely 
needs, capital haring been driven from its 
proposed construction. 
In France, even 
street railroads in one place have been 
forced into bankruptcy, and in Paris their 
construction is so circumscribed by hos­ 
tility, that it is 
the most ill-supplied 
city with 
tramways 
in 
the 
world. 
Beaulieu has not a grain of faith in the 
doctrine that there is any danger in great 
corporations, because the shares are small 
iu amount and widely diffueed. 
While 
his lield of view is not extended to Amer­ 
ica, where the conditions are somewhat 
different, his conclusion will apply here. 
The fear that the corporation carriers of 
the country will subvert the liberties cl 
the people is absurd, and not justified by 
aDy evidences. 
Nor will the unprejudiced 
mind entertain any fear that the corpora­ 
tions will, even if they desired, be per­ 
mitted by their own interests to impoverish 
and oppress the people. 
The highest pros­ 
perity of the people of all the country is 
the interest of the carrier, who thrives 
best when the people thrive beBt. 
So, as 
our New YTork contemporary concludes, 
“ it is no more likely that corporations 
will work the ruin of any modern Govern­ 
ment than that any modern Government 
will persist in a policy of hostility to 
aggregated capital after it has plainly 
appeared 
that 
the 
result 
is 
to 
frighten capital 
and chill 
enterprise.” 
And we may add our own belief, which is 
that the day of the anti-railroad fanatic is 
rapidly passing, and that the country is 
coming to that state where the relations to 
be established between the great carriers 
and the State governments will be har- 
moniouB and friendly, and when conserva­ 
tive legislation will take the place of polit­ 
ical rancor and the mad demagogy of 
masking reformers. 
This must be, else 
our civilization is a failuri and the popu­ 
lar estimate of the business sense ot the 
country a delusion. 


THE 
QUESTION 
OF 
EQUALIZATION. 


The San Francisco press is very much 
puzzled over the equalization problem. 
If 
we are to believe the representations being 
made by it, the State Board of Equaliza­ 
tion is a raging lion going abcut to devour 
the vital interests of the taxpayers of that 
much persecuted city. 
Now the whole 
truth is that the Bay papers, instead of 
discussing the law as it is, are engaged in 
debating the law as it should be according 
to their ideas of what constitutes a correct 
and just revenue system. 
They insist 
upon treating the State Board as if it was 
a legislative body, in the first place, and 
secondly, as if it had only political ends in 
view. 
The Board is to obey the law as it 
finds i t ; it m ust construe the doubtful 
points as the Supreme Court has directed, 
and it muBt exercise such discretion as is 
committed to it in a manner by it deemed 
for the best interests of the State, regard­ 
less of communities and localities. 
Hav­ 
ing found as fact that in certain counties 
assessments have been made too low, it is 
its bounden duty to proceed to equalize 
the estimates between the counties. 
It 
cannot 
escape 
from 
this trust. 
The 


R e c o p .d -U n io n 
has the consolation of 
knowing that it opposed the present reve­ 
nue system from the beginning. 
When 
the scheme was first outlined in the new 
Constitution we foresaw precisely what is 
now transpiring, and did not fear to de­ 
clare our belief that it was ill-adapted to 
the requirements of the State, and that it 
would result in intolerable friction, just 
as it has. 
When some of our San Fran­ 
cisco 
contemporaries 
were 
urgently 
advocating the adoption of the new Con­ 
stitution, and engaged in impugning the 
motives of all who ventured to suggest 
that that document was full of errors and 
impracticable schemes, not the least of 
which was the proposed revenue system, 
and especially the equalizing methods, this 
paper was among the few that pointed ont 
the fallacies of the instrument and warned 
the people against the difficulties that must 
arise under it. 
The Legislature that 
enacted the law under the Constitution, to 
carry ont the revenue system, was actu­ 
ated by the same spirit that moved the 
Convention, and we were thus given a 
scheme for assessing, equalizing and tax 
levying, that is now under the fire of ad­ 
verse criticism. 
As a consequence the 
press finds itself concerned in a debate of 


revenue systems which is at this time 
wholly profitless. 
It would be better to 
consider the duty of the officers under the 
law and to cease condemning them for 
that for which they cannot be justly held 
responsible. 
It is alleged, and with much 
reason to support it, that San Francisco 
has not for years been assessed as con­ 
templated by the law, in the enactment of 
which that city had more to do than any 
other section. 
Her assessment roil, it is 
charged, is not leas than 35 p6r cent, too 
low. 
Instead of aggregating some $220,­ 
000,000, it should foot up fully $350,­ 
000,000 at the very least. 
Now, the law 
requires that property shall be assessed at 
full cash value, and fixes that value at the 
taking price for payment of a just debt due 
from a solvent debtor. It is oomplained that 
the Board have instructed AsEeBsors to meas­ 
ure values by the selling price of property 
of like quality and similarly situated. This 
to us appears to he the standard contem­ 
plated by the law. 
But whether this is or 
is not a correct definition, and whether or 
not the local Assessors have observed this 
or some other rule in estimating values, is 
not now in issue. 
All that has been before 
the Board to this date is the question 
whether or not the assessments in the 
counties bear that relation to each other as 
regards value, as is contemplated by the 
law. 
To that judgment, so far as the 
State’s interest íb concerned, the duty of 
the Board is to be directed. 
If it shall 
determine it to be its duty to increase cer­ 
tain assessments, and in so doing shall do 
wrong, it will be an error of judgment, to 
which all men are liable ; but to aim at the 
equalization of assessments by increasing 
or decreasing values 
estimated is the 
bounden duty of the Board. 
Iu arriv­ 
ing at its final judgment it must be 
guided by the rule it has itself estab­ 
lished. 
Regarding 
the 
correctness 
of that standard we are not now con­ 
cerned. 
The Board, or at least a majority 
of it, is convinced that in many counties 
there has been under assessment, and if it 
is thus settled in opinion it has a sworn 
duty 
to 
perform, 
and 
that 
is to 
right, 
so 
far aB 
its 
power 
ex­ 
tends, what it deems to be a wrong. 
But whatever it does it must be borne in 
mind that it will result iu good in the 
warning this agitation has given local As­ 
sessors, and hereafter, probably, we shall 
have all assessment rolls 
more nearly 
in 
compliance with 
the 
law. 
It 
is 
urged that if the Board shall 
® der 
assessment rolls to be increased by a given 
percentage, it will do a great wrong, inas­ 
much as it will thereby increase the values 
of mortgages, which can have but their 
faco value. 
This is error in many cases. It 
is notorious that many mortgages are not 
assessed at their true value, and if need 
be, counties can be named in which the 
mortgage securities are placed at a valua­ 
tion fully thirty per cent, below full value, 
or, in other words, values which the mort­ 
gages must realize on foreclosure or for 
which they ara “ good” as negotiable in­ 
struments. 
But if we admit that the 
raising of an assessment roll will in some 
instances work hardships, or that it will in 
many cases do grevious wrong, we have 
but another instance of the crudities ami 
impracticable schemes 
of 
the 
revenue 
system, and which the notorious de­ 
cision of the Supreme Court, now so freely 
debated, serves the more to complicate. 
But we hold that no wrong of thin charac­ 
ter can be perpetuated. 
If in the necessi­ 
ty of its duty in the attainment of a good 
end, the Board must in thet upon mortgage 
holders injury, equity will relieve them 
from the burden, and thus the hardship 
the Board may unwillingly visit upon aclass 
will be negatived. 
As to the political mo­ 
tive alleged to be actuating the Board, we 
have no idea that the charge íb true. 
Vie 
are not the political sponsors or apologists 
for tha Board, but we protest that the 
presumption must be in favor of the of­ 
ficials. 
We bear in mind, too, that one of 
the strongest friends, if not, indeed, the 
head and front of the equalization process 
objected to, is in the political minority of 
the Beard. 
That gentleman cannot surely 
be said to be moved by hope of political 
gain for hia party. 
Our revenue system is 
full of wrong, the elements of g«od in it 
do not preponderate to any great degree, 
and until a revision is had, confusion and 
demoralizing contests must result. 
When 
the Board Bhall have acted, as it must do 
to-day, its judgment will be before the 
public for criticism, and we shall not hesi­ 
tate then to speak of it as justice shall de­ 
mand.

Constitution and Resolutions Adopted— 
Officers and Delegates Elected. 
The Wool-growers met yesterday morning 
at Pioneer Hall, in this city, according to 
adjournment, and completed their organiz­ 
ation by adopting a constitution and electing 
officers. The meeting was well attended and 
considerable enthusiasm was manifested. The 
following constitution was reported, and 
after fall consideration was adopted : 
Constitution of the California State Y/oj'-Growere’ 
Association. 
I. This association shall be called the California 
Clear Wool -Grewers’ Association. 
• 
Clear 
n. The object of this association shall be the ad- 
Ciear vancemer.t of the interests of the producers of *ool, 
bv organizing local societies for n.uiual interchange 
Cl’dy of ©pinion and securing the enactment of such laws 
Clear as will give to wool growers ail nec-ded protection. 
Fggy 
III. Every resident of the Statu of California en- 
CTdy gaged in the production of wool may become a 
C*’dy member of this association by paying into the treas 
ury tbe annual sum of $f> and signing their names 
to this const tution. 
IV. There shall be an annual meeting of this as­ 
sociation, on the diy preceding the last day of the 
State Fair, at which meeting the officers of the so­ 
ciety shall bo elected, and the annual report of the 
Secretary at d Treasurer shall be presented. 
V. The cfficurs cf this association shall be a Presi­ 
dent, one Vice Pr sident for each CoDgressio ;al 
District, a Secretan', Treasurer and Board of five 
Directora. 
VI. Tho duty of the President shall be to preside 
at all meetings of the association, to consult and 
advise with the Secretary ami Board cf Directors a) 
ex officio member of that Board, and shall issue a 
cali for special meetings o! the Association when di­ 
rected to do so by either the Board of Directors or 
upon the request oí ttu members of the associa­ 
tion.VII. The duty of the Vico-Presidents shall be to 
preside at the meetings of the association in the 
absence of the Presideut—taking precedence ac­ 
cording to numerical order—and ascertain the views 
of all candidates for legislative office in th*. irre­ 
spective districts concerning matters that may come 
before them if elected, bea ing upon the interests 
of wool-growers, and notify the members of this 
association accordingly. 
VIII. The Secretary shall keep a roll rf the mem­ 
bers of the association and their postoffice address, 
shall keep a minute of all the meetings and pro­ 
ceedings of the association and Board of Directors, 
shall receive all moneys and pay the same over to 
the Treasurer, shall conduct all necessary corre­ 
spondence with local societies and similar organiza­ 
tions in other States, and shall circulate through 
the press and local organizations all information 
that may tend to enlighten public opinion as to the 
justice of our claims, and for such service shall re­ 
ceive the monthly sa'ary of £75. 
IX. The Treasurer shall receive all moneys paid 
to the Secretary for membership fees and other 
sources, and shall pay All drafts upon the treasury 
when signed by the President and Secretan’, when 
sufficient funds of the association are in his pos­ 
session to meet such drafts. 
X. The Board of Directors shall exercise general 
supervision over the interests of the association, and 
shall fill all offices thnt may become vacant by res­ 
ignation or otherwise, between the annual meetings 
of the association. 
Order of procedure at meetings: (1) Calling of 
the roll of members by counties ; (2) reading of 
minutes; (3) payment of dues ; (i) election of offi­ 
cers ; (5) report of committees ; (6) unfinished busi­ 
ness ; (7) other business; (8) adjournment. 
After the adoption of tbe constitution, the 
association proceeded to the election of offi­ 
cers, which resulted as follows : President, 
J. b. Hovfc, Suisun; Vice-Presidents, Henry 
WDbop, E d Bluff; Joseph Jasper, Wheat­ 
land ; Thomas H. McConnell, E^k Grove; 
Charles Lües, San Francieco; Dr. Bryar, 
Gilroy ; R. S. Baker, Los Angeles ; Secre­ 
tary, J. H. Hamilton, Madera; Treasurer, 
J. S. Cone, Red Bluff ; Board of Directors, 
F. h). Townsend. Mendcciuo county ; E H. 
Ward, Red Bluff ; Wm. Snow, Milton ; J. 
G. Stilt, Madera ; and J. D. Csrr, San Fran­ 
cisca. 
Three delegates were also elected to repre­ 
sent the State Association in a National Con­ 
vention soon to be convened. Messrs. C. B. 
A, Shunt, J. H. Hoppin and J. M. Jasper 
are the delegates. 
The concluding business was the considera­ 
tion of the following resolutions, after the 
adoption of which the meeting adjourned : 
Wherkas, The reduction of the tariff on wool, 
passed by the last Congress, has seriously crippled 
the wool-growing interests of the lTnited States, and 
is in oUr judgment an unjust measure directed 
against one of the largest producing interests of 
tbe nation ; and, whereas, we, the wool-growers of 
California, in convention assembled, hereby pledge 
our united efforts for remedial legislation in pro­ 
curing the adjustment of the same on an equitable 
basis ; and, whereas, we are fully alive to the abso­ 
lute necessity of thorough organization for the ad­ 
vancement of wool-growing interests in every par­ 
ticular ; therefore, l e it hereby 
Rewind, That we recognize the tariff law, as it 
now stands relating to imported wools, to be an un­ 
just discrimination against the interests ofjthe wool- 
growers of the country, and the same merits our 
earnest disapproval and condemnation. 
2. That we urge upon and demand of our Senators 
and Representatives in Congress to vote and use 
their influence to repeal that part of the Tariff Act 
of 1883 which reduces the rates on imported wool, 
and restore the rates put upon the importation of 
foreign wool by the Tariff Act of 18t>7; or, failing in 
that, we demand that the duties on woolen fabrics 
shall be so reduced a9 to bring the two industries of 
growers and manufacturers to a more equally ad­ 
justed plan of protection. 
3 That in future elections for legislative offices, 
both State and National, we pledge ourselves 
neither to vote for nor support any candidate who is 
opposed to the interests of wool-growers in this 
respect. 
4. That we will cordially co-o|»eratc with all kin­ 
dred organizations in other States in an honest ef­ 
fort to effect remedial legislation to protect the in­ 
terests of sheep husbandry. 
5. That, recognizing the futility of continuing the 
present imbicilc national organization, we favor the 
formation of a new one, composed wholly of men 
whose interests will induce them to defend the in­ 
dustry in which we are engaged. 
(j. That we elect three delegates who shall meet 
in person or by proxy with delegates from other 
States to secure a thorough organization of the 
wool-growers of the United Stites in a national or- 
ganizition ; but to none other than bona fide resi­ 
dents of California can any proxies be given. 
7. That we urge upon tbe wool-growers of tbe 
Pacific slope to organize associations in every county 
and to make the same auxiliary to the central 
association for the distric\ State or territory, and 
that to effect a more complete organization of the 
wool growers of this State; that the President of 
this association appoint an agent for each county, 
whose busiuess it fchall be to secure members to the 
State Society, form county organizations, circulate 
petitions and information of interest to wool-grow­ 
ers.8. That we recommend the passage of a stringent 
scab law in this State, and to that end we ask the 
association to have such a law framed, and urge its 
enactment at the next meeting of the Legislature; 
that the discussion of all matters appertaining to 
the production, handling and manufacture of wool, 
is beneficial to the producer, and therefore we rec­ 
ommend stated meetings for this purpose. 
9. That we are alive to the necessity for the ad­ 
vancement in sheep breeding, and therefore rec­ 
ommend the adoption of a State register for thor­ 
oughbred stock for the better protection of all 
concerned. 
10. That we exert our influence, collectively and 
individually, to further the business of sheep- 
husbandry and !he protection of our mutual in­ 
terests.

L 'ght, graceful forms in brass and bronze 
have Buppiantzd many of the heavy, cum­ 
bersome g a i'x’n es. 
New potatoes cooked in thia way make a 
da-.nty breakfast dish : P o t a large lump of 
butter in a frying pan, stir in w ith it as it 
softens a tablespoonful of flnur, a small 
onion chopped fine, a little parsley, and, 
lastly, a small cup of sweet cream. 
Stir 
nntil these are well mixed, then put in the 
cold toiled potatoes, cut in small pieces. 
Let all boil together. 
Serve hot. 
A nice way to cook a piece of the round 
of beef is to line a saucepan w ith thin 
slices of bacon, and then lay the beef in. 
Cover it with water. 
C jver the saucepan 
and let the meat cook slowly for several 
hours, or until it is perfectly tender. 
As 
the w ater boils away add more, so th at 
plenty will be left for gravy. 
Season 
highly with salt, pepper, celery 3alt or 
curry, and some small onions sliced. 
A good way to dispose cf the small, hard 
apples is to wash them, take out the stem 
and blossom, and put in a kettle with 
hardly water enough to cover them . 
If 
very hard, cook a while before putting in 
sugar ; when done pour the juice, when 
boiled down, over them and you have 
something far superior to baked apples. If 
wanted to he very nice, cook a few at a 
time, and use plenty of sugar so th at tho 
syrup will almost be a jelly. 
A delicious desert Is of ice-cream and 
lemon-ice mixed ; th a t is, they are served 
together in this way : the cream is frozen 
in a small mold and so is the lemon-ice, 
and are removed from them and are placed 
on a platter together juBt before bringing 
to the table, aud the appearance is the 
same as if they were frozen in the eame 
mold ; iDdeed, this may be done if one is 
inclined to take the trouble and time, for 
the one in the lower part of the mold must 
be quite firm before the other can be 
poured in. 
For burns and scalds nothing is more 
soothing than the white of an egg, which 
may be poured over the wound. 
I t is 
softer as a varnish for a burn than collo­ 
dion, and, being always at hand, can bo 
applied immediately. 
I t is also more cool­ 
ing than the sweet oil and cotton which 
was formerly supposed to be the surest ap­ 
plication to allay the sm arting pain. 
I t is 
the contact w ith the air which gives the 
extreme discomfort experienced from tie 
ordinary accident of tnis kind, and any­ 
thing th at excludes the air and prevents 
inSammation is the thing to be at once ap­ 
plied. 
The egg is considered one of the best of 
remedies for dysentery. Beaten np Blightly, 
w ith or w ithout sugar, and swallowed at a 
gulp, it tends, by its emollient qualities, to 
lessen the inflammation of the atom achand 
intestines, and, by forming a transient cost­ 
ing on these organs, to enable natnre to re­ 
sume her healthful sway over a diseased 
body. 
Two, or at most three, eggs per 
day would be all th at is required in ordin­ 
ary cases : and since egg is not merely med­ 
icine, but food as well, the lighter the diet 
otherwise, and the quieter the patient is 
kept, the more certain and rapid is the re­ 
covery’. 
H ard Money Cake—Gold p a r t: Take 
two cups of sugar, a scant cup of butter, 
and work together aB a cream, then*add 
the yelks of eight eggs, four cups of flour 
aud one tablcBpoonful of corn-starcb, one 
cup of sour milk, wish a teaspooful of soda 
la it, added the last thing, except the fla­ 
vor, which may be lemon and vanilla. 
Silver part : Take two cups of sugar and 
one of butter, four cups of flour and one 
tablespoonful of corn-atarch, the whites of 
eight eggs, one cup of sour milk, teaspoon­ 
ful of soda, and flavor w ith almond or 
peach. 
P u t in the baking-pan alternately 
one spoonful of gold and one of silver.

The Emperor of Austria and King Alfonso 
laid the last stone of the new Town Hall at 
Vienna Thursday.
